THE ALABAMA CLAIMS,

The great question of our demands upon
FEngland growing out of a war earriod on from
her ports in the interests of Southern
glavery and her own mercantile supremacy,
in revived in o chapter from the Btate
Department. It is s long one, but it is ay
spirited a8 it is important, and npon the
whole well worth attentive reading, Those
who have denounced our high-minded Secre-
tary as the slave of Spanish influences, the
betrayer of American principles, and the de.
stroyer of Cuba, might read his correspond.-
ence with profit.  They wight then be ena-
bled to suggest to themselven why our
Government has not interpreted the law
of 1418 into a justifiecation of the
premature recognition of the Southern
Confederncy, and why it prefors notjto risk
the pommission of sueh acts a8 might tond to
destroy the morality of the complaint we have
so justly, so earnestly, so feelingly mado
against the consnmmwate wrong inflicted upon
us by England. But spart frem any such
congideration us this, Sooretary Fish holds, we
doubt not, that the course of straightforward
duty is in the long run the best helper of men
and nations, and that as England’s prematare
and sinister aid only bronght prolonged ruin
on the Bouth, so anything less than square
dealing with the Cuban quaestion will only
protract the pains of those whom we desire to
be able to rescue.

Both in his Caban and English correspon-
dence Mr, Fish has shown a steady ability
which the admirers of serpentine and san-
guinary stateamanship will have oceasion to
acknowledge. No point in the case of our
olaims has been omitted by him; and every
argument gains strength by the firm and
sraceful manner in which he presents it.

/hile demonstrating that the judgment of
Congress and the people as to the Johnson.
Clarendon treaty has beon almost unanimous,
Eet he takes pains to show, by reference to an

istorical precedent, that the rejection of the
treaty by the Senate was as natural as it was
legal and rightful, and was not to ba re-
garded as n discourtesy, Reopening the
general question of the claims, the Secretary

reiterates our right in 1561 to expect e
earnest good will, \:\‘ru]lr_;tl:{. and mornl sup-
jport of Gresl Britain.” Then o o
standard array of fuots, reinfores d-
mirable statement and clear logd 'he de-

termination of the English Government on
the 6th of May to recognize the South, fonr
days prior to the arrival in London of any
ofticial knowledge of Lhe President’s procla-
mation of April 17, 1561, is of course dwelt
upon gravely. It i8 by reference to this
proclamation  that the Queen's proclama-
tion of belligerency has been defended,
but the defense falls to the ground when it
is cousidercd that the purpose of recog-
nizing the BSonth was expressly declared
before it had any proclamation of ours to
justify it. At the time of recognition there
was no such thing as *‘a population elevated
into a force by the proseention of war, which,
as Mr. Canning points out, is the test of bel.
ligerent condition.” There was no fact of
pre-existing (uarrel or misunderstanding to
justify this wholesale injnry. Belligerency,
#o far as the Rebels maintained it, proceeded
—argues the Secretary--from the ports of
Great Dritain and her provinces, This and
more, he remurks, on the precipitancey of the
Queen's declaration, as Mr. Bright character-
ized it—which concession of belligerency, we
are made to understand, the President re.
gards us a part of our case only so far as it
ghows the heginning and auiwus of a course
of eonduet,

We have neither time nor space to pursue
fully an argnment which takes up so many of
our columns,  But we cannot forbear to com-
mend again the statements that *“‘Great Dri-
tain to the end continned to be fhe arsenal,
&ho navy yard, and the trensury of the insur-
gents,” and that wherens we lost more than a
million of tons shipping by the war waged by
Anglo-Rebeldom, Great Brivaie inoroased her
shipping corresponidingly by 1,120,650 tons,
Approaching the direct question of the claims,
our State Deparfment complaing that mouth
after month the Queen's Courts consumed in
quibbling over sl.m.utur{: technicalitios, which
Parliament.  might ave settled in a
moment by an act. “‘Learned oounssl
gave sanotion to artfnl devices of deceit,”
and the English Government excused itself
by alleged defects of law and municipal
regulations. Why not have repaired the law ¢
Why not have taken the risk of doing damage
to two individuals like Laird and Prioloau in-
stead of wreaking desolation upon a great
and friendly nation? We need not pursue
the narrative of these eclaims, still deeply in-
teresting to every American, still insisted
npon with the constancy we owe Lo principle
even more than to outraged feeling. What
Mr, Cobden said Mr, Vish now most oppor-
tunely recalls—**You have been carrying on
war against the United Biates from these
shores and have been intlicting damage
greater than would have been produced I:ly
many ordingry wars,” Lot it be understood,
finally, that our State Depoartment luys down
the principle that no sovereign power can
fairly plead defect of its domestic penal
shitutes to justify or extennate an internal
tional wrong, or, in other words, that muni-
aipal regulations do mol constitute the mea-
smre of & nation’s responsibilities.

WOULD BPAIN MAKE WAR ON US?

Among the arguweonts put forth by the
Spanish agents and advocatos among us, paid
wad unpaid—in the State Dapartment and ont
of it—to deter the Americnn paople from
duing their duty to Culm, i5 e danger of a
war with Bpain. This has Loen especially

fdwelt upon by the Bpanish jouruay 21 Croniate
/in this city, That paper bas exhibited to us
the Bpanish navy, iron-clads and
all, comipg up the Bay of New York,
under u full head of stemu, and taking this me-
tropolis captive, or ]]mlling it to & ransom
of two or three hundred milliong of dollars.
Olher advocates of Spanish tyrauny paint for
us the destruction of whal commeros still ra-
maing to ns on the ocaénn.  Mr, Bumner, we
believe, has drawn such & picture—with the
vonsaquent bankruptey of our shipping mer-
ohants. Bo basely do these friends of Euro-
penn despotism and of slavery think of the
Amorican nation, that they funcy such ap-
eals to mere materinl interest can smother
in our hearts the inspirntion of every moral
iden, the prompting of every generous nud
manly instinet,

There is no danger of a war with SBpain.
She has not the meuns to make war. Isit
likely that the bankrupt Government which
has not been able to conquer the unarmaod
and undisciplined patriots of Cuba will at.
tempt in addition to conguer the United
States ¥ Those unprincipled debsuchess,

their clutel, wonld not dare to allow the
gignal for a contest which wounld first of all
overthrow their own usarped authority. It
is true that there is a war party in
Spain, but it is the party who seek
to pet rvid of Prim and Serrano
in order to enjoy the public plonder themn-
gelves. 'This party is looking to Cabal-
lero de Rodas, Captain-treneral at Havana,
for its leader. He 18 desirons of getling back
to Bpain to enjoy his chances, and is con.
stantly telegraphing to Madrid that the Caban
rovolt 1s finishied, in the hope that he may be
ordered bome again, He is for war with the
United States, and we happen to know that he
has repeatedly written to his private friends
in Madrid in favor of such a war, on the
ground that they could make a great deal of
money by selling letters of marque to operate
against American commmarce, But De Rodas
and his friends are not likely to gain their
ends; Prim is too smart for them: and there
will be no war even if we shonld go so far s
to recognize the independence of the Cuban
Republio,
However, in the ease of nwar, shonld we he
likely o suffer a defeat? That iuthe firat
question to be answered; and we should like
to seo Mr, Figh, or Mr. Snmner, or Mr. Sid-
ney Webster. or any other advoente of Span-
islh ronle in Amerioa, stand np before an
American andience and say that we should be
defeated. Next, would it be a long or a
costly war? By no means. If 10,000 Cubans
can defy the whole power of Hpain, and gain
ground daily in their war for the possession
of that island, how would it he if an Ameri-
enn fleet were to be sent down there to open
their ports and an American volunteer force
of 10,000 er 20,000 men to be added to their
fighting ability? Would not Spain finally
and irredeemably lose both Cuba and Porto
Rico within a month from the beginning of
the war? Do Mr. Fish and Mr, Bumner en-
tertain any doubt on that point?  And would
not fifty or a hundred millions of dollars
spent in  helping the republicans of these
islands to independence be a first-rate invest-
ment 7 Mr. Sumner displayed a great genius
for statistios in demonstrating that Alaska
wis worth seven millions, What would the
value of the Spanish West Indies he by his
arithmetic ?
Bt it would not be principally in the West
Indies that we should strike at Spain. That
is n good point, but not vital enough for a
short, sharp, and decisive war. We need a
naval slation in the Mediterranean, and such
a war would give ns an opportunity to ac-
quire one, The Dalearic Islands he fairly
ont in that sea—Majorca, Minorea, lIvica,
and two little iglots—aud they wonld just
snit our purposes. Their trade is conside-
rable, their people are doecile and well suited
to enjoy republican institutions of the
American pattern: we could take those
islands easily, and hold them with advan-
tage. 'That is where we should aim in the
event of a war. Admiral Farragnt, him-
self descended from a family of Minorea,
would go ont witha flect and a small army
and ecapture the group of islands. Not only
would they be of use to us as a naval station,
but their vicinity to the Suez Canal wonld
give them great importance as a depot for
American commerce with the Fast. The
oum{uvul would not he diffienlt, and it
would more than repay the whole cost of
the war.
But we repent it, there is no probability
of snch un event. If we should recognize the
independence of Cuba, it wonld not lead to
any hostilities with Spain. We may act to-
wards thal yonng republic the part which onr
prineiples and our position require, without
putting ourselves under any necessity of ac-
quiring the Balearie Islands by conguest, or
of annexing the Spanish Antilles as prizes of
Wir.

EDUCATION FOR THE FREEDAMEN,
From the N, ¥, Times.
There are no charities—save, perhaps, an
oceasional *“‘self-paying one’—which go sue-
cessfully appeal to popular good-will and
snpport, as those that pay the largest possible
percentage of receipts to beneficiaries, and
the smallest possible percentage to agents,
Let acharitable institution possess this one
merit—the direct distribution of ity gifts to
the greatest number of persons by the sim-
plest machinery—and it at once appeals to
generogity on the one hand and to onc ap-
proval of business skill and economical man-
agement on the othier,
The exhibit recently made by General How.
ard regarding the educational work of tho
Freedmen's Burean disclosed & charity of the
sort just spokem of. It is surprising how
many people, white and black, at the Sonth,
have been tanght, through the DBuvean's in-
strumentality, during the past year, and hy
how few Government agents the work has
been done. The nmuber of the persons to
whom the bureau has divectly or indirectly
furnished education in this way amounts to
wore than a hundred thousand; and yet the
whole work has been accomplishod without a
dollar of new expense, the smu used being o
part of the savings of uld appropriations,

Gieneral Cox, however, In his report as
Secretary of the Interior, makes a new and
important sugpestion relative to a still fur-
ther consolidation and economy in the work
of education. It is well known that at the
last session of Congress the organization of
the Department of Education wis essentially
redoced.  The Commissioner has accord-
ingly devoted his time to giving advice, in-
formation and and to State offieers or tros-
tees or instructors of comwmon schools, to
preparing and transmitting cirenlars and me-
wolrs on education, and to personally visiting
schools and edneation conventions for the
interchange of views, Bnt General Cox obe
sorves that the encouragemoent of oducation
among the freotmen, which has hitherto de-
volvad on their burean, ix really closely allied
to the general seope of the duties dovolving
upon the Commissioner of Education. Ace-
cordingly, he suggests the propriety of unit-
ing the whaole in the latter offies, with suit-
able powerk and provitions for fostering edu.
cution and inoreasing intelligencs among the
freedmen. 'I'he suggestion scoms to be y
very good one. Tha Department of Edineas
tion should natarally suceesd to the eduea-
tional part of the l'reodinen’s DBurean, the
latter institution having now besn substan-
tially abolished
